Delightful Stereopticon Lecture Given 
Under Auspices of the 
Woman’s Club. 

Mr. Baumgardt’s lecture on “Paris” 
on Friday evening of last week was a 
treat to all lovers of things worth while.

Starting at the Place de la Concorde, 
one of the most magnificent public 
squares in the world, and one of the 
most famous in French history, our at¬ 
tention is called to the Grand Opera 
house, the largest in the world, not in 
its seating capacity, but in the area

HORSE WAS INVULNERABLE 


Remarkable Exploit of 
Delivery Horse. 


’Frisco 


The bulletin of the San Francisco 
society for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals relates the following remarkable 
incident: 

A iiorse belonging to a grocery man 
was left standing by the delivery boy 
on top of a hill at Cortland and Buena 
Vista avenues while he took some 
groceries to a house a short distance 
away. While the boy was gone the 
horse, which was blind, became fright¬ 
ened and ran out on a roof of a house 
built against the hillside. The supports 
gave way and the horse fell through, 
leaving the wagon turned end up on 
the 100 . the shafts protruding through 
the broken ceiling. Parties who wit¬ 
nessed the incident immediately tele¬ 
phoned for the society's ambulance and 
went to the horse’s assistance. 

They had almost succeeded in getting 
it out, when the horse kicked himself 
free and rolled further down the hill. 
This time the animal became entangled 
in a mass of gas and water pipe, and it 
was only with great difficulty that it 
was extracted without injury. But no 
sooner was the horse again loose than 
it broke from the men and rolled to 
the bottom of the hill, which is a steep 
incline over a block and a half in 
length. It arrived at the bottom just as 
Superintendent Hayes drove up with 
the society’s ambulance and the horse 
was loaded on and conveyed to a stable 
very little worse for its experience, ex¬ 
cept for a number of minor cuts and 
scratches received m sliding down the 
hill. 

The owner of the horse was inter¬ 
viewed and warned not to work the 
animal at all on account of its blind¬ 
ness, ^ut if compelled to do so, was in¬ 
structed to drive it with a> other horse 
and under no circumstances to work it 
single. 


“ RELIGIOUS THERAPEUTICS ”

The News prints this week synopses 
of two sermons on “Religious Thera¬ 
peutics,” and “The Healing Presence,” 
preached by Dr. Campbell at the First 
Congregational church the past two 
Sundays. The sermons were preached 
in response to several requests and met 
with such general commendation that 
readers of the News will doubtless be 
pleased to have them presented briefly 
in this form. The text for the first 
sermon was, “I am the Lord that healeth 
thee,” Exodus 15:26. 

"religious therapeutics” 

This is a sick world. A well-known 
novelist represents one of his characters 
as saying that the stars are like “apples 
in the trees—most of them splendid and 
sound, a few of them blighted.” This 
world is one of the blighted ones. There 
has always been sickness in it. Up to 
the present date sickness has been the 
lot of all; none has escaped from it; it 
is part of the present scheme of things. 
The Prophet Isaiah, looking into the 
future, saw a happy condition of things, 
a blessed realm in which the “inhabit¬ 
ant shall not say, I am sick;” but that 
ideal seems yet to be far away. 

Yet sickness is an intruder. We are 
constantly battling with it to expel it 
from the world. It is one of the dis¬ 
turbing elements that militates against 
a perfect order, and that must pass 
away when a perfect state is reached. 

The ministry of Christ was a healing 
ministry. He spent a great part of His 
time in relieving physical distress. 
The apostles were healers. They healed 
in the name of the Lord. The gift of 
healing was possessed by the early 
church. Has that gift been withdrawn, 
or have we simply failed to use it? 

I believe that it is still with us, that 
the miracle has become commonplace 
and what was sporadic is now under 
the orderly operation of law. 

The church has always exercised her 
healing ministry. This ministry is 
constantly appearing in new forms. I 
The church ought to sit up and take j 
notice of the greal interest of the 
present day in the various movements j 
having this underlying unity, such as 
Christian Science, New Thought, Meta¬ 
physical Healing, Faith Cure, Divine 
Healing, Religious Therapeutics etc. 

Two things are to be accepted in 
consideration of this question. 

1. No solution oj the problem of j 
sickness can ever be arrived at unless 
we consider its source. This is a sick 
world because it is a sinful world. 
We have sick bodies because we have 
sick souls. Christian Science denies 
the existence both of sin and sickness. 
But, as Prof. James says, “they consti¬ 
tute the most terrible and tragic facts 
of life." The two are inseparably con¬ 
nected: “Who healeth all thy diseases 
and forgiveth all thine iniquities." 
“Who restoreth my soul,” "Who bindeth 
up the broken in heart and healeth all ! 
their wounds.” Christ said to the sick 
of the palsy, “thy sins be forgiven 
thee." 

2. When anyone is healed he is 
divinely healed. It is always the 
power of God that effects the cure, 
whether the means employed be medi¬ 
cine or miracle. God alone has power 
over life. 

IN what ways does gou heal? 

God employs many agencies in heal¬ 
ing. We shall consider several: 

1. Through the Law of Suggestion. 
It is impossible to over estimate the 


curative power of a good thought. 
Good thoughts are the healing forces 
in the soul. As a man thinketh in his 
heart so is he. The influence of the 
mind over the body is being recog¬ 
nized as never before. Psychology 
demonstrates that one mind can in¬ 
fluence another without actual contact, 
as by telepathy or thought transference. 
It is possible thus to bring to bear 
healing, saving thought. 

Typical in this connection are cases 
described by Dr. Worcester, of Emmanuel 
church, Boston. A woman came to 
him suffering from nervous exhaustion. 
He said, “Close your eyes and simply 
concentrate your thought on God’s 
presence and power and the peace He 
can put into your heart. If you give 
up everything, cease to think your own 
thoughts, resign yourself to God, focus 
your mind on his infinite power, calm 
and peace, you, yourself, will gain this 
peace.” After two months of this self¬ 
treatment she was entirely restored. 

A poor old lady came to Dr. Wor¬ 
cester and said that she had suffered 
from headaches 55 years. It was the 
perpetuation in her memory of an old 
pain, the cause of which had long since 
passed away. He said to her: If you 
will be perfectly quiet, resigning your¬ 
self absolutely to the absence of thought 
about yourself, in ten minutes your 
headache will be gone and will not 
return.” She did so and the headache 
did not retlUIU .We rpighjL easily multi¬ 
ply cases of persons who have had 
their burdens taken away and new 
songs put into their mouths. 

The doctrine is rational. It does 
not say there is no sickness, that sick¬ 
ness is a delusion of the mortal mind, 
that one merely has a belief in a boil, 
ft faces the facts and supplies the 
antidote. 

Many diseases have merely a moral 
or a mental root, but not all. Diseases | 
come from germs, bad sanitation, want 
of sunlight, improper nourishment. 
Then there are accidents requiring 
surgery. Here lies the province of 
the doctor. Other diseases have a 
mental cause, in which cases the doctor 
and the pastor ought to co-operate. 

In the present day seventy-five per j 
cent of our diseases are functional dis¬ 
orders of the nervous system, a propor¬ 
tion never before known in the history 
of the race. Americans are of the 
nervous type. All our mental activities j 
influence the action of the nervous 
system. Worry, envy, jealousy, revenge, 
despondency, and especially fear, de¬ 
range the bodily functions. Good 
news and bad news have their effects. 
“A merry heart doeth good like a medi¬ 
cine.” Godliness with contentment is 
great gain. 

Mind cures are real. Keep away 
from everything suggesting evil. 
Cherish good thoughts. This is the 
best blood purifier and nerve tonic. 
Of the man who lives thus it is said 
“with long life I will satisfy him and 
will show him my salvation.” 

2. Faith. Faith is “the assurance of 
things hoped for.” As such it is the 
antidote of fear. Fear depresses, dis¬ 
courages, weakens; faith uplifts and 
energizes. The healing power of faith 
has always been recognized. “The 
prayer of faith shall save the sick." 
“According to thy faith be it unto thee.” 
"Thy faith hath made thee whole." 

The power of faith is in its object.

Editor News:—Will vou kindly allow 
me to use the medium of your paper to 
reach the voters of this citv and urge 
upon them the importance of electing 
the right men at the pending election?

Third, they represent important sec¬ 
tions of the city, provided for by 
wards in larger cities. This is im¬ 
portant in young growing towns, where 
much is to be done. It prevents sec¬ 
tional animosity, so destructive of 
general progress, by having all parts 
represented: The voters on the west 
side will remember this was carefully 
considered at the nominating conven¬ 
tions for the first city election, and the 
result has been a general harmony so 
far. 

Friends and voters, see to it that 
Messrs. Hosmer and Pegler are put 
back where they have done so well for 
the first year, rather than try some 
doubtful experiments.
